John Lorraine 
Rosencrance 
35, former resident of Rushv ille, 
and son of former police chief 
John Rosencrance, died Thurs­ 
day in a hospital in Fort Wayne, 
death resulting from a fiv e-day 
illness with throat infection. 
The deceased had been liv ing 
in Fort Wayne for sev eral years. 
The following comment, tak en 
from the News-Sentinel of that 
city, will be of interest to many 
in Rushv ille: 
Lieut. John Rosencrance, one 
of Fort Wayne’s outstanding he­ 
roes of the World War, died to­ 
day at Lutheran hospital. Lieut. 
Rosencrace’s% death was due to 
a streptoccoccic infection of the 
throat and followed an illness of 
only fiv e days. ’ 
Lieut. Rosencrance was secre­ 
tary of the Twelfth District Re­ 
serv e Officers Association 
and 
had tak en a prom inent part in 
the organization of the reserv e 
corps throughout the district. 
While leading a group of sol­ 
diers under heav y fire 
at 
the 
battle of Chateau Thierry, Lieu­ 
tenant Rosencrance was sev ere­ 
ly wounded and was commended 
for his brav ery 
under 
terrific 
fighting. He also saw much ac­ 
tion in the battles on the Aisne 
and the Marne 
sectors of 
the 
American Expeditionary 
Forces 
in France. 
The deceased enlisted in May, 
1917 , and was soon promoted to 
the rank of sergeant. He contin­ 
ued his interest in Army affairs 
after the war and was commis­ 
sioned a first lieutenant in 
the 
Three Hundred and Fifty-third 
Field Artillery 
of 
the 
United 
States Army Reserv e Corps. He 
was widely k nown as an expert 
pistol and rifle shot and 
had 
won honors^in many shooting 
meets. 
Lieutenant Rosencrance 
was 
employed at the General Electric 
Company plant. He was a m em ­ 
ber of the 
Third 
Presbyterian 
church, of Fort Wayne Post. No. 
47 of the American Legion, and

Rosencrace's* death was due to 
a streptoccoccic infection of the 
throat and followed an illness of 
only five days.' 


Lieut. Rosencrance was secre- 


tary of the Twelfth District Re- 
serve Officers Association 
and 


had taken a prominent part in 
the organization of the reserve 
corps throughout the district. 


While leading a group of sol- 


diers under heavy fire at the 
battle of Chateau Thierry, Lieu- 
tenant Rosencrance was severe- 
ly wounded and was commended 
for his bravery under terrific 
fighting. He also saw much ac- 
tion in the battles on the Aisne 
and the Marne sectors of the 
American Expeditionary Forces 
in France. 


•The deceased enlisted in May, 


1917, and was soon promoted to 
the rank of sergeant. He contin- 
ued his interest in Army affairs 
after the war and was commis- 
sioned a first lieutenant in the 
Three Hundred and Fifty-third 
Field Artillery of the United 
States Army Reserve Corps. He 
was widely known as an expert 
pistol and rifle shot and 
had 


won honors^iii many shooting 
meets.
